YUBA CITY, Calif. (AP) - 


The bodies of nine transient 
fruit workers, hacked with a 
machete or some kind of heavy 
knife, 
have been unearthed 


from the peach and plum or- 
chards of this farming commu- 
nity, the county sheriff 
an- 


nounced today. 


Sheriff Roy Whiteacre said 


Juan V. Corona, 37, a farm la- 
bor contractor, was arrested 
shortly before dawn without re- 
sistance at a Richland Road 
home. 


"He will be booked for nine 


counts of murder," the sheriff 
said of Corona. Whiteacre did 
not announce an alleged motive 
for the slayings. 


Undersheriff Frank Cartos- 


celli said all the victims were 
transient fruit workers, ranging 
in age from 40 tc 60 and that 
the times of the killings ranged 
from five or six weeks ago to 
sometime this week. 


Corona was led into the coun- 


ty jail with his head covered by 
a sweater and coat, his hands 
manacled behind his back. He 
was under heavy guard, after 
his arrest in south Yuba City. 


Two 
dozen 
deputies 
had 


raided the same house earlier 
only to find it unoccupied. 


The bodies were found—eight 


Tuesday and one last Friday— 
in two local fruit orchards. 


All were in shallow graves. 


Cartoscelli said the weapon 


was a machete or a heavy 
knife. 


"Most of the back of then- 


heads were hacked up, and all 
were stabbed in the chest area. 
All were buried the same 
way," he said. 


The first of the discoveries 


was made last Friday on the 
farm of Goro Kagehiro, who 
said he had noticed a hole 
about two-feet-deep and six- 
feet-long but thought nothing of 
it. Then he returned to find the

$500,000 Paid to 
Ransom Airliner 
Said Bomb-Loaded 
Republican 
Wins in 
Maryland

ANNAPOLIS, Md. (AP) - 


Republican William 0. Mills, a 
onetime Democrat and staunch 
backer of President Nixon's do- 
mestic and foreign policies, has 
won the congressional seat in 
Maryland's largely rural 1st 
District. 


Complete but unofficial re- 


turns from the 12-county dis- 
trict Tuesday showed Mills with 
31,165 votes to 27,234 for Demo- 
cratic State Sen. Elroy G. Boy- 
er. 


Mills, 46, top aide to former 


Rep. Rogers C. B. Morton for 
more than eight years, will as- 
sume the seat left vacant when 
Morton became Secretary of 
the Interior. 


Although Boyer, 51, tried to 


rally Democratic support by 
picturing the election as a ref- 
erendum on Nixon adminis- 
tration policies, there was little 
difference in the positions taken 
by the two men on major is- 
sues. 


Each ran as a moderate con- 


servative in a district which is 
traditionally the most con- 
servative in Maryland. 


Both pledged complete sup- 


port of Nixon's policies for 
Southeast Asia, and both called 
for tighter controls on federal 
spending, especially for wel- 
fare. 


The .total turnout of 58,399 


was considerably higher than 
expected and almost double the 
30,682 votes cast in the primary 
April 25. 


The GOP victor had consider- 


able help from national Re- 
publicans, with both Morton 
and Vice President Spiro T. Ag- 
new making campaign appear- 
ances for him. 


The election was Mills first 


try for public office, but the job 
he will take on will be a famil- 
iar one. 


He was Morton's adminis- 


trative aide the entire time the 
new interior secretary repre- 
sented the 1st District, which 
borders Chesapeake Bay. Mills 
was a life-long Democrat until 
he changed his 
registration 


shortly before Morton resigned 
to accept the cabinet post.

John C. Stennis, D-Miss., con- 
cerning an amendment to the 
draft extension bill offered by 
Sens.

Packard

200 Aboard 
Australian 
Qantas Saved

SYDNEY, Australia (AP) — 


An Australian airline paid a 
ransom of $560,000 today to a 
gang that claimed to have put 
a barometric bomb on a Boeing 
707 jetliner with more than 200 
persons aboard. 


Qantas, 
Australia's 
inter- 


national airline, made the pay- 
off in the center of the city just 
as the plane landed safely at 
Sydney's international airport. 
It had circled for six and a half 
hours while all defense forces 
and police personnel went on a 
red alert to deal with the emer- 
gency. 


Eight ships of the Royal Aus- 


tralian Navy, including two 
submarines and three destroy- 
ers, were rushed to the Botany 
Bay area on the edge of the 
airport. 


An anonymous caller had 


telephoned the airport and said 
a bomb had been put in an air- 
port locker. Police raced to the 
locker area 
and found 
the 


bomb. 


With it were three notes. One 


said a similar bomb had been 
put aboard Qantas flight 755, 
which had left two and a half 
hours earlier for Hong Kong. 


Examination of the 
bomb 


showed it was fitted with an un- 
connected barometric device. If 
connected, it would explode be- 
low 20,000 feet. 


Also in the locker was a de- 


mand for $500,000 ransom, or 
$560,000 U.S. 


The notes said the location of 


the bomb on the plane and in- 
structions how to defuse it 
would be given when the ran- 
som was paid. 


The aircraft, then en route to 


a stop at Darwin, on the north 
coast, was ordered to return to 
Sydney immediately. The pas- 
sengers were not told of the 
bomb threat, and the crew 
searched the plane but found 
nothing suspicious. 


While a blackout was put on 


news of the threat, Qantas offi- 
cials conferred feverishly with 
military and police authorities. 
They decided that the money 
must be paid. 


Instructions for the payoff 


came in a telephone call to 
Qantas from a "Mr. Brown." 
He said Capt. Robert J. Ritch- 
ie, general manager of Qantas, 
should hand over the money in 
front of the airline's office in 
the center of the city.

'Hypocritical' in 
Its Integration Stand

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon, making his first 
campaign-style trip of the year 
into the Deep South, has casti- 
gated some Northerners for a 
"double hypocritical standard" 
on race relations. 


Appearing Tuesday in Bir- 


mingham and Mobile, Ala., the 
state

the 


"Heart of Dixie," Nixon pic- 
tured himself as sympathetic 
toward the South while having 
"utter contempt" for racial at- 
titudes of some in the North. 


Police estimated at least 160,- 


000 persons turned out to greet 
Nixon in Alabama's two largest 
cities. The welcome was as 
warm as the weather. Hostile 
chants were insignificantly few. 
Antiwar placards were far out- 
numbered by printed ones read- 
ing "Win in Vietnam." 


Clearly, Nixon and his aides 


savored what they regarded as 
a political triumph on the home 
turf of Gov. George C. Wallace, 
the President's third-party op- 
ponent in 1968 and a potential 


1972 
foe. 


Wallace was on hand in both 


cities with Nixon—terming the 
chief executive's presence "a 
signal honor"—but did not ride 
with the President in any of the 
day's motorcades. The White 
House apparently wanted it 
that way. 


Nixon counted heavily on 


Southern support in 1968 and 
presumably will do so next 
year, although he has denied 
pursing a "Southern strategy." 


Alabama, which sees presi- 


dents 
only 
infrequently—58 


years ago in the case of Mobile 
and 50 years ago in Birming- 
ham—turned out impressively 
biracial crowds. Blacks seemed 
as enthusiastic as whites in 
their response. 


Nixon's most pointed lan- 


guage came at a private brief- 
ing session in Birmingham for 
publishers, editors and broad- 
casters from the 12 states of 
the Old Confederacy. He said: 


"I know the difficult prob-

"I have nothing but utter con- 


tempt for the double hypocritic- 
al standards of Northerners 
who look at the South and point 
the finger and say, 'Why don't 
those Southerners do something 
about their race problem.'" 


Nixon said the South in two

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Alertness

Basic physical safety needs 


must be met under the propos- 
als, though the provisions to not 
extend to such areas as naviga- 
tional 
aids 
and 
air 
traffic 


loads—among the main hazards 
to aviation. 


The only portion of the rules 


proposed today that deals with 
overcrowding, or heavy air traf- 
fic, is a section which says air- 
ports must establish 
"appro- 


priate procedures ... inform- 
ing air carrier users of condi- 
tions that may or will affect op- 
erational safety at airport." 


Other requirements are for: 
—Runway pavement rough- 


ness of not more than an inch 
over a specific distance. 


—Safety areas abutting run- 


ways and taxiways free of un- 
necessary objects, and must be 
graded so no ponds would col- 
lect during rain storms. 


—Adequate, operable runway, 


taxiway and obstruction light- 
ing. 


—Appropriate fire 
fighting, 
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rescue and service equipment 
that can respond to an alarm in 
three minutes. 


-Adequate 
controls 
and 


procedures to protect persons 
and property during the han- 
dling 
and 
storage 
of 
flam- 


mable, magnetized or radio- 
active materials.

The 


game between ASU and Lamar 
was originally scheduled for 
Oct. 30. 


"All 
of us in the Southland 


Conference are trying to attain 
major status in football," Floyd 
said. 
"Lamar's opportuni- 


ty with Mississippi State is a 
good one and we felt the only 
thing to do was move our game 
and help them out. At the time, 
it looked like we would be able 
to fill at least one of our open 
dates so the move was relative- 
ly insignificant." 


Since that time, Floyd has 


talked with officials at the Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts, 
Da- 


vidson College and East Ten- 
nessee State without results. 


"It looked like Massachusetts 


would come to Little Rock and 
play us, "but they

against it," Floyd said. "They 
have a new coach and are re- 
building and they simply didn't 
want to play us.

football— a decisive stance he

Provoked by the possibility of 


an extension of New York's Off- 
Track Betting venture to in- 
clude professional team sports, 
Rozelle said Tuesday that such 
attempts 
would 
create 
a 


"chaotic situation" by under- 
mining "the sport's backbone- 
integrity." 


And he used the belt in the 


chops to illustrate the danger in 
the situation. 


Recalling a game early in his 


.commissioneeship that he. at- 
tended at New York's Yankee 
Stadium, 
Rozelle 
remembers 


two teen-agers slipping in be- 
hind him in the two empty 
seats in his box during the first 
quarter of a Giants' game. 


"Since the two seats weren't 


being used I let the kids sit 
there," Rozelle explained. "It 
was obvious they had $5 bets on 
the game because by the sec- 
ond quarter I kept hearing 
things like 'the game's a fix' 
and 'Tittle's going in the tank.' 


"So 1 turned around and told 


them I didn't care for them 
sitting in the seats, but to knock 
it off. And they kept quiet during 
the third and fourth quarters. 
But as soon as the gun sounded 
ending the game, I felt a tap on 
my shoulder. 


"I turned around— and that's 


when I got a belt in the chops." 


Rozelle used that story to em- 


phasize that permitting bets on 
games "changes the character 
of the fan— rather than an in- 
terest in how his team does he 
now has a financial interest in 
the outcome. We could be badly 
hurt. And so we're deeply con- 
cerned."

The subject became a con- 


cern for Rozelle when Howard 
Samuels, who runs New York's 
OTB operation— which permits 
legalized betting on horse rac- 
ing at betting parlors away 
from the track— publicly stated 
a natural extension would be 
betting on team sports. 


The concern increased with 


the knowledge that other local- 
es are considering 
legalizing 


such betting, raising staggering 
possibilities. The NFL draws an 
average 700,000 people to its 
stadiums every weekend and as 
many as 20 to 30 million watch 
a Monday night game on tele- 
vision.

Dear Dr. Lamb—Could you 


explain a pelvic malforma- 
tion or weakening of the pel- 
vic floor? Is there such a 
thing in women? Also, could 
this contribute to bladder in- 
fections? Is there an opera- 
tion to cure this? 


Dear Reader—The b o n y 


pelvis is shaped somewhat 
like the ring and net for the 
basket in basketball. The top 
of the ring is called the inlet 
to the pelvis and is the top 
of the hip joints. Seated in 
the basket, so to speak, are 
the abdominal organs includ- 
ing the lower part of the in- 
testines, the urinary bladder 
and the reproductive organs. 


The lower part of the bas- 


ket is called the outlet of the 
pelvis. This bony opening is 
fairly large in women to per- 
mit normal birth. Muscles 
are stretched across the out- 
let portion of the pelvis. They 
prevent the urinary bladder, 
the reproductive organs and 
a b d o m i n a l contents from 
dropping through the outlet. 
These muscles are called the 
pelvic floor. 


If these muscles become 


stretched too much or torn 
with childbirth, the floor to 
the outlet of the pelvis is 
w e a k e n e d and indeed the 
b l a d d e r and reproductive 
organs can lose their normal 
position. S o m e t i m e s the 
b l a d d e r loses its normal 
function and the disturbance 
in bladder function sets the 
stage for an infection to de- 


velop as well as cause diffi- 
culties in controlling urina- 
tion. 


These problems can usually 


be corrected by a fairly sim- 
ple operation which literally 
takes up the slack in the 
overstretched muscles and 
provides normal support to 
the bottom of the pelvis or 
the outlet. It has the same 
effect as putting new web- 
bing on last summer's lawn 
chairs. In this way the blad- 
der and the reproductive 
organs are again properly 
p o s i t i o n e d and return to 
more normal function. This 
operation is simply called a 
"pelvic floor repair." 


D e a r Dr. Lamb—After 


reading your article, I am 
concerned. I do not smoke 
but I do take pills with nico- 
tine in them for my circula- 
tion. Are they really harm- 
ful? I am 74 years old. 


Dear Reader—I am sure 


you are not taking nicotine 
pills. You are taking nicotinic 
acid which is s o m e t i m e s 
used in an effort to lower the 
cholesterol level in the blood. 
Nicotinic acid is a vitamin 
group not the nicotine pres- 
ent in tobacco. In the United 
States it is called niacin in 
an effort to avoid confusion. 
Nicotine is a poison.

hearts with the North-South 
cards after West opened one 
club.

The average bridge player 


uses that same bid t o d a y 
and would get to the slam 
the same way, but some 
modern experts might have 
trouble because they use the 
Michaels cue bid to show 
majors against a minor-suit 
opening and not to show a 
rock-crusher. 


Those North players would 


have to double the opening 
club bid. Slam s h o u l d be 
reached easily p r o v i d e d 
South was willing to jump to 
two hearts with his six-card 
suit and two kings. It might 
even be reached if South just 
bid one heart, but we are 
sure that many c h a r i t y 
game players didn't reach 
slam.

that the Seale-Huggins case and 
its predecessor, trial of the 
"Milwaukee 14," had "political 
overtones that gain the public- 
ity." 


The lawyer, Franklyn M. 


Gimbel, represented federal 
judge Myron Gordon, who dis- 
missed federal charges against 
10 of the Vietnam war protes- 
ters in 1969 because "of the ef- 
fect of adverse publicity on the 
prospective jurors." 


The 10 had been convicted 


earlier 
in state court on 


charges of burglary, arson and 
theft. The Justice Department 
appealed Judge Gordon's ac- 
tion, but the Supreme Court re- 
fused on Feb. 24, 1970, to over- 
rule him. 


Gimbel, in a telephone inter- 


view, said "this case was as 
close a parallel to the Seale- 
Huggins ruling as you can find 
in recent jurisprudence in this 
country." 


Only two of the nine Justices, 


Warren E. Burger and Potter 
Stewart, favored hearing the 
government's argument 
that 


judges must either switch the 
site of a trial, delay it until the 
publicity eases or keep trying 
to empanel an unbiased jury.
